Highway 23 


The announcement this week that work leading 
to the hard-surfacing of Highway 23 between its junc¬ 
tion with Highway 2 East of High River and the Cor¬ 
ner Store would start from the junction end is a bit 
surprising in view of the fact that rebuilding of the 
ten-mile stretch now slated for base course work was 
only completed last year, while the other 17 miles to 
the east was rebuilt two years ago. 

However, the entire 27-mile stretch of gravelled 
road appears to be in excellent shape and ready for 
the base course and, although no indication of inten¬ 
tion has been given by the Department of Highways, 
it is perhaps possible that the entire gravelled portion 
of Highway 23 is slated to receive the base course this 
year. 

One thing we are sure of—if the ten miles of base 
course is the only work done on Highway 23 this year 
residents of the area the highway serves are going to 
be somewhat unhappy about the situation, inasmuch 
as the work of surfacing the less-than-85-miles long 
Highway 23 was started in 1954 and has thus averag¬ 
ed only nine miles per year.

New Approach 
To Gully Filling 

Last fall a new aproach to gully 
control was tried by several Al¬ 
berta municipal districts and 
counties. This took the form of 
demonstration in which the muni¬ 
cipal graders were used in the 
work. 

The demonstrations were a great 
success, according to C. R. E. John¬ 
son, Assistant Extension Engineer, 
and the graders did an excellent 
job. A flat bottom about 15 feet 
wide was cut by the blade of the 
grader and the sides were back- 
sloped until the width at the top 
of the ditch was between 30 and 40 
feet across. 

After a ditch has been made, 
the waterway should be seeded to 
a mixture of fescue, brome and a 
nurse crop such as oats. The grass 
impedes the water flow, binds the 
soil together and increases erosion 
resistance. Mr. Johnson says that 
slopes up to five per cent incline 
can be grassed successfully. 

During heavy rains or spring 
run-off an abnormal amount of 
water flows down thi natural 
slopes of the land and collects in 
rivulets in the draws. Fnim here it 
follows the natural drainage—sys¬ 
tems on the farm. Once the top 
soil has been washed away a con¬ 
siderable amount of erosion will 
occur and the gully head will grad 
ually eat farther and farther into 
the land, becoming wider and deep¬ 
er as it progresses. At this stage 
the gully may “stabilize” but the 
damage has already been done.
